> Does anyone have information on the Western Electric 215A tube? I have a 
> pair of them and was wondering if they are valuable like some of the other 


> Western Electric types. I can find no infomation on them. 


They are neet little triodes from the very early 1920s, but were quite 


popular, so they stayed in production until well into the 1960s, at least. 
They really are common as houseflies (as far as WE tubes are concerned), 
but they do retain some value because of the name. NIB ones generally sell 
for $25. 


There are some versions that are a bit more scarce. If they have "NE" 
stamped on the bottom of the bases, they are Northern Electric, WE's 
Canadian company. Some are marked VT-5 for the Signal Corps. Others are 
marked CW-1344 or CW-38015 for the Navy (I am looking for more of those). 
Still others have colored tips, designating a value for mu (I think), 
that varied quite a bit in the early days. I do not think these variants 
really change the overall value of the tubes.

The first McElroy straight key was made in 1937 and had a square base 
with black wrinkle paint. 

The next generation is a typical oval based key. This appeared in 
1938 

in in four variations, chromed, polished brass, black wrinkle with 
chrome 

lever and black wrinkle with cad plated lever. 


The teardrop keys also appeared in 1938 and came in chrome and black 
wrinkle. In 1940 the shape of the teardrop was changed. 


Based on price, I suspect you key is the oval based key. 
3. Key # 3 is a Les Logan Speedx Model 501 Chrome Plated Bug. I believe 


this is the predecessor to the Johnson Speedx Chrome Plated Bug??? How much 
earlier were these before the Johnson Bugs??

Les Logan picked picked up the SPEED-X line of keys from SPEED-X Radio 
Mfg 

in the early 30s. Logan sold out to E.F. Johnosn in 1947. Johnson 
sold 

the SPEED-X line to Wm Nye in the early 70s. Nye continued the 
SPEED-X 

hand keys, but dropped the bugs.
